Four hundred and seventy thousand 
dollars were placed on deposit in the 
new First National Bank of A‘-anta 
Monday by telegraph for the Geor- 


gia state school system. The money. 


was borrowed by Governor Hardman 
from the Guaranty Company of New 
York, for the relief of the state sys- 
tem. It was credited to the state 
treasurer, William J. Speer. 

The governor's efforts to negotiate 
the loan have been watched with in- 
terest for the past several weeks. 
Schools in various parts of the state 
were said to have “een threatened 
with closing down until arrangements 
could be made for the state to pay 
something on money due the common 


At tbe office of Dr. M. L. Dugga., 
state superintendent of schools, it 
was said that requisitions would be 
prepared and arrangements made for 
distributing the money in the county 
school systems at once. Dr. Duggan, 
who spent Sunday’ night at Bruns- 
' wiek, was at Shellman’s Bluff, in 
Liberty county, Monday nicht and 
could not be rc-~"ed. 

10 Per Cent of Appropriation. 

The money borrowed, it was said, 
represents approximately 10 per cent 
of the annual appropriation cf 
$5,003,200 for the common schools. 
Sixty per cent of the appropriation 
has been paid the counties, and the 


distribution of the $470,000 will leave | 


30 per cent of the appropriation, or 
substantially $1,400,000 unpaid. 
unpaid balance of the appropriation 
will become in arrears on January 1. 

The loan obtained by Governor 
Hardman was from the Guaranty 
Company, of New York. The note 


is payable on February 28, 1930, and 


bears interest at 5 3-4 per cent. 

The governor stated that he was 
unable to borrow the money from 
Georgia bankers because of the unpaid 
balance of $348,000 on the loan of 
1928. : 

Larger Sum Sought. 

It is understood that the governor 
negotiated for a larger sum, but that 
attorneys of the banking company, re- 
viewing the Georgia law authorizing 
‘the governor to borrow up to $3,500,- 
000 for educational purposes, were of 
the opinion that a larger loan was 
“pot warranted. ‘ 

The present loan, it was said, with 
the addition of the $348,000 unpaid 
balance of last year's, and $2,664,- 

borrowed this year, makes up the 
full borrowing power of the governor 
for educational purposes. 

Governor Hardman himself was in 
ignorance that the loan had been au- 
thorized by the New York bankers 
until late Monday afternoon. He re- 
‘ceived advices in the matter by tele- 

am, and the money was also depos- 
ited in the local bank by wire.

Although lacking of- 
ficial confirmation, these dispatches 
were apparently further borne out by 
reports that fighting had subsided on 
all civil war fronts. 
Overtures of Peace. 

Simultaneously with its military ac- 
tion, China was reported to have ap- 
pealed to Russia to reopen diplomatic 
negotiations for settlement of the 
Chinese Eastern railway controversy 
in Manchuria which caused the rich 
Manchurian area to become once more 
the scene of Sino-Russian armed 
conflict. 

The soviet forces, after many weeks 
of preparation, moved into Manchuria 
from Siberia both on the western and 
eastern frontiers. 

Sweeping in from the northwestern 
border, the soviet forces have advanced 
to the Khanan mountains, driving 
before them Chinese soldiers and civil- 
ians in a semi-panic. In this area, 
the Chinese losses are reported as 
much as 12,000, without a real battle 
being fought. Chinese bands of sol- 
diers, leaderless, roam over the coun- 
try, living upon it. A _ general of 
China's northwestern Manchuria 
army, his troops scattered, arrived 
alone at Buchatu, 240 miles east of 
the western frontier. 

Attacks on East Front. 

More than 8,000 Chinese soldiers 
and 300 officers were reported cap- 
tured and disarmed in a series of coun- 
ter attacks along the western Man- 


| churian front before the Chinese gave 


way entirely and fled helter skelter 
toward Buchatu, where railway traf- 
fic was too congested.to move them 
southward promptly on special trains 
sent to their assistance. 

On the eastern front of Manchuria 
the Russian bear also was making his 
Claws felt. Coal mines were seized 
with loss of life, as the soviet troops 
advanced more than 100 miles. into 
Chinese territory. 

Futute developments in the Man- 
churian situation are variously pre- 
dicted. Some reports, stated to be 
authentic, have asserted that Chang 
Hsueh-liang, governor of Manchuria. 
disheartened by nonsupport of the na- 
tionalist government due to its pre- 
occupation with internal warfare, has 
sued Russia for an independent set- 
tlement of the Manchurian railway sit- 
uation. These reports have been de- 
died, with the statement that the gov- 
ernor of Manchuria, son of Chang 
Tso-lin, for many years its dictator, 
was loyally supporting China’s cen- 
tral government. 

Officials of the Japanese govern- 
ment, which on other occasions has 
made war in Manchuria to protect 
its nationals’ interests, intimated re- 
lief that the soviet forces would not 
remain permanently in Manchuria and 
gave no indication of Japanese inter- 
vention between China and Russia. 


STIMSON WATCHES 
SITUATION CLOSELY. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(#)— 
Ambassador Debuchi, of Japan, con- 
ferred for two hours late today with 
state department officials regarding 
the Chinese-Soviet situation in Man- 
churia. . 

: The ambassador first met with As- 

sistant Secretary Nelson T. Johnson, 
the newly appointed minister to 
China, and later had a half hour talk 
with Secretary Stimson. The secre- 
tary and the ambassador exchanged 
information of the activities in Man- 
churia, as received from American 
and Japanese diplomatic consular offi- 
cers in China. 

Ambassador Debuchi told the sec- 
retary that information to his govern- 
ment from Chinese sources was that 
the soviet forces had bombed Da- 
lainor, 16 miles from Manchuli, but 
that no information had been reveal- 
ed regarding an attack on Hailar, the 
first large station of the Chinese East- 
ern railway, east of Dalainor. 

While Secretary Stimson described 
the situation today as serious, he does 
not plan to remain in Washington be- 
cause of it over the bg ated 
holidays and will leave for New Yor 
after a meeting of the cabinet tomor- 
row.

“The present rate is not at all suit- 
ed to the sale and distribution of nat- 
ural gas. Because of the double heat- 
ing units, each customer will use ap- 
proximately 500 feet of the new gas 
in place of 1,000 feet of the old,” Don- 
ald Henry, Chicago rate expert, who 
represented the gas company, told the 
commission, 

The actual cost to the company for 
each 1,000 feet of natural gas will 
be much greater than the cost of a 
similar amount of artificial gas, he 
said. This, it was stated, was because 
special equipment to handle the nat- 
ural gas would be necessary, and the 
amount of unaccounted for, or escaped 
gas, would be much greater. 

He stated that the premises of ev- 
ery customer must be visited, to sub- 
stitute burners with smaller orifices, 
in order that the new g.s may be ef- 
ficiently used. For this purpose,: he 
said, the city ha# been divided into 
12 districts, one of which will be cov- 
ered in each of as many successive 
weeks. 

53 Per Cent Required. 

Tests conducted in Louisiana, from 
which state the gas piped to Atlanta 
comes, show that 53 1-2 per cent as 
much natural gas as artificial gas is 
required for a given purpose, he said. 
For the purposes of computing the 
Atlanta rate, however, 60 per cent 
was substituted as the ratio of effi- 
ciency of the two gases. 

Several notable facts about the nat- 
ural gas which will be used here were 
introduced in evidence before the 
commission. The gas comes from the 
lis at a pressure of 1,100 pounds 
per square inch. This is reduced to 
400 pounds when it enters the pipe, 
and is maintained there by several 
pumping stations along the line. It 


js delivered in Atlanta at about 50 


pounds pressure. 
All Vapors Condense 


As a result of this pressure, it was 
said, all vapors in the gas condense, 
become liquid, and are not, transmitted 
with the gas when it is delivered inte 
the mains in Atlanta. 

The effect of distributing the dry 
gas through the present system, it 
was said, would be to dry out the 
distribution system thoroughly, pipe 
joints and meters. 

To prevent this as far as possible, 
it was testified, several hydrating sys- 
tems will be installed to reintroduce 
as much light oil as possible. 

To these factors, and the consequent 
loss of gas turough leakage, were at- 
tributed the increases in operating 
costs in which it was said the use 
of natural gas would result. ) 

Discussing the new burners which 
will be installed, Mr. Henry said, 
“only half as much of the new gas 
will be required for a given amount 
of heat. erefore, every burner ori- 
fice must be removed and a new one 
installed with a smaller hole so as not 
to let through as much gas. Then 
the air mixture must be adjusted. to 
the proper amount for perfect com- 
bustion so as to use all the heating 
in the new gas. All this is to 
done at the expense of the company.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(4)— 
Crities of the democratic-independ- 
ent republican coalition were  con- 
demned today by Senator Walsh, Mon- 
tana, acting democratic leader, for 
their silence ten years ago during the 
“wrecking” of the Wilson reconstruc- 
tion program by “the same reaction- 
ary republican forces” which now 
seek a “tariff raid.” 

Some of the policies and ideas to 
which the republicans “now profess 
devotion and give lip service,” he con- 
tinued in a statement through the 
democratic national committee, were 
included in the war president’s pro- 
gram. 

“For two years’—1919 and 1920— 
a republican congress deadlocked the 
government,’ he said. “The recom-

gasoline tax yielded $1,175,501.62 and 
that on kerosene $21,129.99. 

October was the second month in 
the history of the tax that revenues 
exceeded a million dollars. The oth- 
er was August, when many dealers 
stocked up in anticipation of the new 
six-cent gasoline tax, which became 
effective September 1. 

In October of last year the total 
collection, under the then extant four- 
cent tax, was $786,744.21. Of this

$20,109.14 from kerosene. 

Yhe money collected last month 
will be distributed approximately 
$783,667 to the highway board, $195.,- 
916.93 to the school equalization fund, 
and $195,916.93 to the counties for 
road purposes.

Yellowed and crinkled with age 
and much handling, a collection of 
Confederate money and _— so-called 
“outlaw” currency, chanced upon in 
a small Wisconsin antique shop by 
an Emory University professor, lies 
enshrined in the Emory University 
museum—another monument to the 
days before and during the War Be- 
tween the States. 

Professor R. FE. Wager. the finder, 
has given his collection of some hun- 
dred-odd bills to the museum for dis- 
play.

SO YOU HAVE ACID IN YOUR 
BLOOD? EH? 

Much “acid waste” has been elimi- 
nated, figuratively speaking, since Gar- 
rod conceived the theory that gout 
was caused by an excess of uric acid 
in the blood and tissue. (Mind, 
casual reader, I say theory and the 
theory ascribed the illness to an ex- 
cess of uric acid, not to the mere 
presence of uric acid, which is nor- 
mal). ‘That was nearly a century 
ago. It is not so strange that many 
laymen should still cherish the notion 
of avoiding foods which presumably 
coutain much material likely to form 


uric acid, when we observe that not 
a few physicians in practice today 
are prescribing funny diets or funnier 
“uric acid eliminators” in numerous 
conditions that baffle the doctor's 
diagnostic ability, when the patient 
is willing to believe it is somehow 
due to ure acid or some such acid in 
his system. Even in our leading 
American medical textbooks published 
only 25 years ago one may find the 
quaint teachings that were built upon 
the frail foundation. of Garrod’s dis- 
covery, that in some cases of gout the 
proportion of uric acid in the blood 
was really increased above the nor- 
mal. It’s easy enough for other doc- 
tors to suspect, if they did not actual- 
ly demonstrate, that a similar accu- 
mulation or retention of acid waste 
might explain all sorts of ailments— 
and from then on did, so far as the 
average patient’s interest in the diag- 
nosis was concerned. Garrod’s son, 
who became Dr. QOsler’s successor at 
Oxford, voiced the wish that his 
father had never associated illness 
with acid in the blood, because so 


suffer so much, by physicans who 
have covered their incompetence and 
bemused the minds of patients by as- 


in the blood. 

In various illness, some of them 
serious, the normal alkalinity of the 
blood is diminished, and sometimes 
this may be corrected by suitable diet, 
exercise and the like. But ‘probably 
no patient would ever suspect from 
his symptoms, and no idle bystander 
would suggest, that the illness in such 
ease is due to any kind of acid waste 


|

try, by pois@n, gas inhalation, or bul- 
lets, or by plunges from high places, 
quieted their souls by self-destruction. 


It seems a singular freak of the 
human mind to argue to itself that life 
without money is not worth living. 
This old bird harbors the notion that 
it is better to have life without ready 
cash than to have neither forever 
hereafter. And it beats me to figure 
out how any fellow who ever had 
health, strength and sense enough to 
make enough money to play the stock 
market should get the notion that los- 
ing his stake there puts him ‘on the 
bum” for all the future. 


As for me, I would hate to love 
money so much as that the loss of *it 
would make me dare to face God and 
eternity as a mental and spiritual 
bankrupt! No matter how many mil- 
lions or billions of money one may 
gain in this world he isn’t going to 
take any of it to the great judgment- 
seat. It is certain that we brought no 
cash with us when we came into this 
world and it is equally certain that 
we will take none out of it with us. 
So why get so wrought up about losing 
our bet even when we stake all in 
the game? ‘There are other days and 
safer games open to any man of abil-

shell and bayonet. Once I shot a man 
from necessity, with no wish to. kill 
him, but to stop nim from killing me; 
and yet I never recall the act without 
a sense of repugnance. Twice men 
have shot me. But the more I con- 
sider it, the more sacred life from God 
seems to me. i 

In my credo God is the author and 
giver of life to us mortals. That is 
why it looks right to me that He com- 
manded “Thou shalt not kill” and 
“Thou shalt not commit adultery.” As 
the supreme Lord of Life it is His 
right alone to take it or to give it, 
especially to forbid men to give it un- 
lawfully. 

Because of my faith I am opposed 
to capita! punishment by the state. 
But this is not the place to argue that 
controversial subject. 

It is all fine enough for a fellow to 
sing with Henley, “I am the captain 
of my soul, I am the master of my 
fate,’ (if that’s the order in which 
he said it), but he meant that as ap- 
pertaining to life here. He did not 
mean to stretch that doctrine through 
the grave. 

My theory is that none of us put 
ourselyes here and none of us have 
any right to put ourselves out of here. 
Our true business is to find out why 
we were put here and keep busy fill- 
ing out and justifying that divine pur- 
pose.

Because of the large interest in- 
volved in the location of union pas- 
Senger stations the court would ex- 
pect congress, the chief justice said, 
to use plain terms if it intended to 
delegate such authority to the com- 
mission. This it had not done, he 
added, and the court declined to im- 
ply such authority from the various 
regulatory provisions which congress 
had enacted.

. In addition to upholding the valid- 
ity of a Connecticut, an Oregon and 
two California statutes, the court de- 
clined to reconsider a refusal to re- 
view cases involving the Pennsylvania 
sedition law and the Iowa _ prohibi- 
tion law.

T0 BE READY IN APRIL

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(@)— 
The men who will direct about 100,- 
000 persons in counting heads for the 
decennial census next spring today 
were busy oiling human and steel ma- 
chinery to use in transforming the 
conglomerat: mass of unrelated facts 
that will be garnered into neat rows 
of figures telling at a glance every 
important change 10 years’ have 
brought to this nation’s people. 


William M. Steuart, director of 
the census, said today that by the 
third week in April supervisors will 
begin announcing population totals— 
those figures that will send the old 
home spirit skyrocketing in some 
towns and glimmering in others. 

Of the 474 lieutenants he needs to 
help him marshal human brigades for 
the counting, he has appointed 462. 
For the 100,000 counters needed, 40,- 


000 already have volunteered, seeking 
‘appointment as enumerators by tak- 


ing written examinations by mail. 

While these assistants prepare to 
go into the highways and byways of 
city, hamlet, and country site, the 
director is preparing a place for about 
7,000 others who will take the math- 
ematical harvest and feed it as grist 
to machines that will turn out the 
almost-finished product. 

Grown grey in the business of tak- 
ing the census, Director Steuart has 
employed the benefits of his experi- 
ence in mapping the country into 


geographical districts and setting up.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—(#)—The 
country of which his great-grand- 
uncle was the first president has bar- 
red Leon Jules William Washington, 
a Bélgian, from entry, it was learned 
today.

The Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company will have 
one of its fleet of non-rigid airships, The Vigilant, down 

L. W. Robert, of the 

Tech athletic board, the Atlanta Crackers and the con- 

struction business, and Bob Woodruff, president of the 

Coca-Cola Company, will borrow the big bag for 

the hop. 

They will leave Atlanta just before the kickoff and get to 
Athens before the ball falls into the rigid arms of the nervous 
halfback. A ground crew will be waiting on Old Sanford field 
to grab the landing ropes and anchor the dirigible. The two 
daring passengers then will mosey over to their seats before 
the first play has been run. 

SETS A RECORD.

And with him in there Thursday 
afternoon the Crimson Tide is gcing 
to be very irritated indeed and very 
busy indeed stopping a smartly 
directed attack.

THE PACH YDERM HERD. 
When one is lying quite horizontal one’s thoughts naturally turn to 
It was very nice of Mr. Jack Curley 
to send me tidings of the latest developments in pachydermy, Mr. Curley 
being the biggest importer of pachyderms in this or any other country. 
Not having kept up with the latest developments in the pachyderm 
market, I note with some surprise that there is a new leader of the pachy- 
derm herd, the same being Richard Shikat, pronounced, I believe, she-cat. 


How come? I do not know. I began to lose track of the 
pachyderm succession since the good old days when it rotated 
among Strangler Lewis, Joe Stecher and the “byszko boys. In 
those days answering the question; ‘““Who is the wrestling cham- 
pion, if any?” was comparatively simple.

Thanks 
to the orderliness with which the wrestling game was conducted, one 
always could figure without digging into the archives who the wrestling 
champion was at that particular moment, in case that anybody was 
curious or cared. 

As I gather, it was intercollegiate football that upset the 
orderly progreszion of the horizontal art of pachydermy. I am 
going back to the appearance of Big Wayne Munn, of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. It seems that it was Strangler Lewis’ turn 
to be wrestling champion, and they matched Wayne Munn with 
the Strangler by way of variety. 

This turned out to be a terrible mistake. It seems that Wayne Munn 
knew nothing whatever of the ethics and customs of pachydermy. He 
did not know that it- was the Strangler’s turn to be champion for an 
entire month or until such a time as he was relieved by Stecher or one 
of the Zbyszko boys. At that, nobody confided in Mr. Munn, so how was 
he to know? The promoters naturally assumed that no college graduate 
could be so densely ignorant that he did not know the rules and manners 
of professional wrestling. Evidently the promoters did not know the 
University of Nebraska. 

Instead of rolling over at the psychological moment, Mr. Munn picked 
up Mr. Lewis and tossed him against the chandeliers, whence he caromed 
out over the heads of some of the customers and rebounded from the 
gallery rail. When he finally alighted he was quite unconscious and 
rolled over on his shoulder blades in a fair imitation of Joe Beckett taking 
his natural repose. 

As it was Lewis’ turn to be champion when this untoward 
circumstance arose, or rather fell flat, there was nothing to do but 
to proclaim the Nebraska alumnus heavyweight wrestling cham- 
pion of the world and king of the pachyderm herd. In collegiate 
circles there was some rejoicing at a college graduate becoming 
champion of anything, even champion of pachydermy. 

But in professional sporting circles there was much indignation. 
was felt that Wayne Munn had not done right by the Strangler. 
could not trust any of those college birds in a serious business.
